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PREFACE 

The  pla*n  for  a  cooperative  index,  order  list  and  catalog  covering  the 
latest  material  relating  to  public  affairs  has  continued  to  develop  until  the 
fourth  annual  volume  of  Public  Affairs  Information  Service  Bulletin  is  now 
issued.  This  volume  includes  the  contents  of  the  w^eekly  issues  of  the  Bul- 
letin published  during  the  fiscal  year  from  October  i,  191 7,  to  September  30, 
1918,  also  additional  periodical  references,  author  entries  for  items  having 
more  than  one  subject  or  analytic,  and  the  latest  information  appended  to 
many  entries  in  the  last  editorial  revision. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  listing  of  fugitive  and  irregular  pub- 
lications. The  Service  is  on  the  mailing  list  of  hundreds  of  societies  and 
organizations  w^hose  proceedings  are  analyzed  in  the  Bulletin.  The  contents 
of  new^  books  in  this  field  are  analyzed,  thus  making  it  unnecessary  for  libra- 
ries to  have  this  work  duplicated  in  the  card  catalog.  The  Service  is  on  the 
mailing  list  of  approximately  three  hundred  periodicals  not  indexed  else- 
where, which  include  trade  journals,  publications  issued  by  civic  organiza- 
tions, chambers  of  commerce,  commercial  clubs,  municipalities,  etc.  New 
government  publications,  including  the  Official  Bulletin,  Federal  Reserve 
Bulletin,  War  Trade  Board  Journal,  Vocational  Summary,  etc.,  have  been 
regularly  examined.  Articles  especially  pertinent  to  our  field,  but  which  are 
indexed  also  by  the  other  Wilson  publications,  are  occasionally  included. 

A  cursory  glance  at  the  subjects  covered  in  the  19 18  volume  will  show 
the  trend  of  thought  and  discussion  during  the  past  year.  Present  problems 
and  ''after  the  war"  problem  have  l)een  treated  by  specialists  in  the  different 
fields. 

So  many  new  subjects  have  arisen,  that  it  has  been  difficult  to  place 
entries  permanently  and  satisfactorily.  It  is  hoped  that  the  cross  references 
will  make  every  entry  easily  available  to  the  user. 

It  may  be  helpful  to  explain  why  the  sub-headings.  Laws  and  Legislation 
have  both  been  used.  The  former  has  been  used  when  the  actual  text  of  the 
law  is  given,  the  latter,  when  the  article  contains  merely  a  discussion  of  the 
law  or  laws. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  list  of  typewritten  material,  including  both 
bibliographies  and  digests,  to  be  found  in  the  last  pages  of  the  Annual.  Copies 
of  any  material  desired  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Service. 

In  spite  of  a  reduced  staff  and  increased  expenses,  it  has  been  possible 
to  increase  the  size  of  the  annual  volume  approximately  seventy-five  pages 
over  the  1917  Annual  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  pages  over  the  191 5 
and  1916  Annuals.  This  annual  volume  is  printed  on  thin  paper  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  War  Industries  Board. 

The  editor  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  to  the  cooperators  and  sub- 
scribers, and  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for  their  cooperation  thruout  the 
year. 

Thanks  are  also  due  the  members  of  The  H.  W.  Wilson  Company,  who 
always  cooperate  gladly  with  the  staff  of  the  P.  A.  I.  S.,  when  advice  and 
suggestions  are  sought.

California — In  a  number  of  cities  merchants 
have  established  cooperative  delivery  sys- 
tems.

New  Jersey — Gov.  Edge  recommends  state 
control  of  the  fisheries  industries,  in  order 
that  consumers  may  buy  fish  under  state 
supervision  and  at  cost  plus  only  the  actual 
expense  of  catching  and  handling.

Merchants 
dealing  in  articles  of  prime  necessity  must 
post  in  their  places  of  business  the  daily 
prices  of  such  articles,  stating  the  weight 
or  measure.

Utah — Proper  valuation  of  mineral  lands  for 
taxation  was  ordered  by  the  supreme  court 
of  Utah  on  Jan.  3,  1918.  The  assessor  of 
Carbon  county  has  been  valuing  coal  lands 
at  $50  an  acre,  although  some  have  been 
sold  at  $10,000  an  acre.  The  court  finds  this 
practice  to  be  in  violation  of  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  state  and  orders  a  bet- 
ter assessment  for  1918.  However,  it  also 
declares  that  the  state  cannot  collect  the 
payments  evaded  in  past  years.  The  in- 
creased assessments  will  bring  in  $600,000 
additional  from  Carbon  county  during  the 
current  year.

labor  laws.  It  also  advocated  that  the 
government  forbid  interstate  shipments  of 
articles  made  by  children,  women  employed 
more  than  eight  hours  a  day  or  six  days 
a  week,  convicts  under  private  contract,  or 
persons  employed  in  uninspected  factories 
or  mines.  Abolition  of  contract  prices  on 
labor  and  the  establishment  of  the  honor 
system  in  prisons  is  advocated.  The  plat- 
form urges  abolition  of  secret  diplomacy, 
freedom  of  the  seas,  and  abolition  of  dis- 
criminatory or  prohibitive  tariffs  or  taxes 
up  on  trade  or  commerce.  Other  conditions 
advocated  are  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the 
press,  short  ballot  in  state  and  municipal 
elections,  absent  voting,  public  ownership  of 
public  utilities  and  the  extension  of  the 
postal  and  parcel  post  systems. 

Prohibition  national  convention  met  in  Chi- 
cago on  March  5,  1918  and  debated  the 
question  of  joining  with  the  new  National 
party.  Compromises  were  discvissed  and 
proved  more  popular  than  mergence  with 
the  other  party.  A  National  dry  federation 
composed  of  practically  every  prohibition 
society  in  the  country  was  formed,  under 
the  presidency  of  William  J.  Bryan,  to  work 
for  ratification  of  the  prohibition  amend- 
ment in  states  that  vote  on  the  question  in 
November,  1918.
